House committee endorses tax credit plan 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - Less 
than a day after twice defeating a prop- 
posed income tax credit for the elderly poor, 
a House committee today endorsed a more 
sweeping state tax credit plan similar to one 
proposed on the federal level. 
Under pressure from the House 
Democratic 
leadership, 
the Revenue 
Committee sent to the frill House a major 
modification of the state income tax 
structure aimed to make the ,tax system 
more progressive. 
Under the proposal, the personal 
deductions of $1,200 per person in the 
calculation of taxable state income would 
be completely eliminated and replaced with 
a direct credit from the tax owed the state. 
The bill calls generally for that credit, 
which is to make up for taxes paid on items 
necessary for living, to be $30 per person. 
But 
sponsor Rep. 
Steve Gardner, 
D+Baldwin, said the $30 credit would 
probably be increased by as much as SO per 
cent after the tax credit system was studied 
further. He said the state would realize in­ 


creased revenues if the credit were only $30, 
and that the credit would therefor be in­ 
creased so that the end result would be no 
change in state revenues. 
The effect of the proposal would be that 
persons with low incomes would have their 
state income taxes reduced by a greater 
prcentage than those with higher incomes, 
shifting the burden of the income tax to 
those earning more money. 
The committee action today came after it 
had earlier defeated a proposed $25 tax 
credit for persons over 65 aimed to com­ 
pensate them for th sales tax they pay on 
food and drugs. Critics of that proposal 
claimed its passage could end any further 
tax reform efforts. The elderly tax credit 
had been a priority of House Democratic 
leaders. 
The committee has also endorsed and 
sent to die floor a complete exemption from 
any sales taxes of prescription drugs. 
In other committee action Wednesday, 
authority for public employees to unionize 
with nostrike provisions cleared the House 


Labor Committee while another panel 
endorsed legalization of national sweep­ 
stakes where participants can win money 
for entering at no charge. 
State regulation of the location of power 
plants was endorsed and passed to the full 
House by the Atomic Energy and Industrial 
Development Committee, and a Senate 
committee approved reljef for school 
districts which have missed a large number 
of class days because of inclement weather. 
Creation of a severance tax on natural 
resources recovered in Missouri and 
lowering the age to 18 at which persons may 
consent to medical care were considered by 
two other panels Wednesday night. A Senate 
committee heard testimony for short-term 
loans. 
Revenue Committee Chairman James 
Russell, 
D+Florissant, 
rejected 
suggestions from several comm ttee 
members that consideration of the elderly 
tax credit proposal be delayed for a few 
days. Russell said House Speaker Kenneth 
Rothman and other leaders wanted the 


p»n«»i to take immediate action on the bill. 
The bill would have provided a direct $25 
per person tax credit for senior citizens with 
less than $7,500 yearly income. It would cost 
about $7 million a year in lost tax revenues. 
While the proposal, which is also a 
priority of Gov. Joseph P. Teasdale, failed 
on successive committee votes, the issue of 
tax relief on food and drugs remains alive in 
the legislature. Several other proposals 
rfeniing with tax relief are still pending in 
committees. 
Some lawmakers voting against the 
leadership’s measure called it “more of a 
public reltations approach than solid 
legislation,” and added they favored a tax 
relief plan that would reach more people. 
The direct exemption of prescription 
drugs from the sales tax failed in the 
legislature last session after clearing the 
House with some difficulty. 
At a cost of $3.4 million a year, it is viewed 
by support«« as a modest first step toward 
removing necessary 
items from the 
regressive sales tax.

“Rev.” Hensley’s position. The 
honorary degrees he issues 
make nonsense of the whole 


U.S.A. educational designations. 
If one has to ask “D.D. of 
what?” one might as well 
dispense with the standard 
"D.D.” absolutely. The letters 
guarantee 
no 
educational 
standard. The “Rev.” Hensley 
is laughing at our educational 
pretensions, and others are 
laughing with him. 
Likewise, his pretensions of 
being a church. He wants the 
privileges 
without 
the 
obligations and the sacrifice. It 
is not for nothing that a 
benevolent 
government 
recognizes that a true church is 
serving the community, is 
ministering values and spiritual 
comforts and admonitions which 
cannot be measured in money 
and which do not bring in 
money. If certain churches are 
wealthy it is through the 
voluntary sacrifice of their 
members, and such churches 
usually have a large missionary 
interest and share their af­ 
fluence either with smaller 
churches in social services or in 
overseas evangelism. 
But most churches are poor, 
and those who serve them as a 
full-time occupation share their 
poverty. It is our belief that 
churches which are poor 
produce the most dedicated 
workers, for these workers 
receive no kudos , and make no 
"useful” connections from their 
association with the church; 
their lives are studded with 
sacrifice. This sacrifice and 
service the government honors 
and wants to preserve by 
granting churches relief from 
taxes. 
Another factor impinges upon 
this thought. It is a growing 
contention, viewed as something 
worthy of commendation, that 
every Christian is a "minister.” 
In one sense this is true if we say 
that all Christians minister 
(serve). But the "scandal of 
particularity” operates here, 
„ too, for some are called to one 
office, others to another, and the 
greater the position, the greater 
the responsibility and the 
sacrifice. The minister is called 
to the greater sacrifice.

RIGHTING A WRONG 
The American system of 
justice has not yet come to grips 
with a troubling question: When 
a citizen is wrongfully im­ 
prisoned, 
what 
recompense 
should society make? Often, the 
victim in such a case gets no 
restitution whatever. 
An episode currently in the 
news points up the sort of ob­ 
stacles such victims may en­ 
counter in seeking redress. In 
1973 Michael Christie was freed 
after having served nearly four 
years in Washington’s state 
prison for a gas station robbery 
he did not commit. He was 
released only after the man who 
did commit the crime—and who 
had confessed it in 1970—came 
forward again and persuaded an 
attorney that Christie was in­ 
nocent. 
The person victimized by such 
an evident miscarriage of 
justice surely ought to be paid 
some equitable sum. It didn’t 
work out that way. Not only did 
the state pay Christie nothing to 
make up in part for those lost 
four years, but he has some 
trouble getting work because he 
admits in job applications that 
he served time, and “then I try 
to explain a conviction that’s not 
a conviction.”

miscarriage of justice may have 
occurred. Christie maintains 
that the guilty man’s confession 
had been maliciously withheld. 
A law suit alleging this has 
gotten nowhere, however; the 
courts have ruled that neither 
the prosecutor nor the county 
could be held liable.

Next year the Washington 
Legislature will consider a 
special bill to pay Christie 
670,000. If it passes, a measure 
of justice will have been done at 
last. But Christie and others 
innocently thrown into such a 
situation deserve to be promptly 
compensated, not kicked around 
for years.

You can pay as little as $38 a day for a semi-private 
hospital room in Memphis, Tenn., or a high as $182 in 
New York City. As of last January, the national average 
was somewhere between these two extremes, a survey 
by the Health Insurance Association of America found. 
There is little doubt that the figures have increased 
since the survey was made. The health care outlay by 
Americans has tripled in the past decade, from $39 billion 
in 1965 to $119 billion in 1975. 
Hospital costs, of course, are only one aspect of the 
nation’s soaring annual medical bill. But there is a 
growing awareness among medical professionals, as 
well as health insurers and state and federal legislators, 
that hospitalization is only one — and not necessarily 
always the best — alternative when people require 
medical care. 
In

York, 
for example, under 
a 
special 
arrangement with state- certified home health agencies, 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield subscribers need not 
recuperate from illness or an operation in the hospital. 
If they choose, and their doctor approves, they can 
recover in their own homes. The plan provides for the 
cost of all necessary medication and services, just as 
does a regular hospital plan. 
According to Herman Schuster, president of Quality 
Care, Inc., a nationwide private home health care 
organization which employs registered and practical 
nurses, aides, companions and homemakers, one in four 
hospital patients should not be hospitalized at all since 
they are in need of nothing more than minimal care. 
TTie greatest proportion of these patients, he says, are 
the aged and other long-term patients who simply have 
nowhere else to go. 
Home health care, if it is closely monitored, is 
preferable to institutional care for many elderly and 
handicapped, witnesses told officials of the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare at a 
hearing in New York City the other day. The hearing was 
one of five held around the country to obtain suggestions 
for revision of HEW regulations on home health care for 
Medicare and Medicaid patients. 
Also on the federal level, the proposed Comprehensive 
National Health Insurance Act of 1974 — the Kennedy * 
Mills Bill — would include home health care services 
amounting to 100 visits a year. 
In the meantime, outpatient clinics providing surgery 
and medical treatment for accidents or illness are also 
being increasingly utilized as another way of meeting the 
high cost of health care.

he did not comm it. He was 
released only after the m an who 
did commit the crim e—and who 
had confessed it in 1970—cam e 
forward again and persuaded an 
attorney that Christie was in­ 
nocent.

Editor's Note: Soaring coffee prices have brought profit to many 
along the chain from bean to breo. Bat the wealth la oner only 
divided. Here Is a look at who has been sharing the price spiral.

If you’re wondering where the money yon spend on coffee is 
going,look first to the countries that grow it. 
Brasil, the world’s largest producer, earned 19.3 billion fom 
coffee sales in 1976, about2' * Ufnes more than in 1976, alhtough its 
exports rose less than 7 per cent. 
Colombia, the second largest producer, boosted itseoffee 
revenues by about a third to|917.7 million, dcspttea nearly 25per 
cent drop in exports Since July 1975, when a frost hit Brasil, 
suddenly making future supply uncertain, the retail price of a 
pound of coffee has jumped from an average 91 27 to over 93 in 
some places. 
Although it's difficult to give an exact breakdown of the retail 
price, most of what you pay for coffee goes to the production 
countries. And indications are that no segment of the American 
coffee industry has reaped a comparable windfall. Prom farm to 
grocery shelf, the sharing of the new coffee wealth looks like this: 
PRODUCE« 
Green coffee beans account for more than 90 per cent of the 
cost of producing a can of roasted coffee 
In Brazil, a 132-pound bag of green coffee sold last month for 
$240 That is about $1.82 a pound, but it takes more than a pound 
of beans to make a pound of roasted coffee. 
Of that $240. according to exporters and officials, the gower- 
, nment takes $103 in export tax; local levies, commissions and 
fees account for $27 and the (power gets RIO He spends about 6i 
per cent of his share for salaries and production costs, leaving 
him with a profit of about 985 
In 1975. before prices started soaring. the 132-pound bag of 
coffee sold for 964. The government export tax was 981 and. ac­ 
cording to one exporter, the proportion of money the grower had 
to spend for local levies, labor, etc was about the same as it is 
now The left the grower with a profit of about $11 or 912. 
Prices for beans have almost quadrupled, profits for the 
grower have just about tripled 
The growing tuitions need coffee revenue to buy oil and 
American tractors Earning as much as they can from coffee, 
industry observers say, is no different from what U S. farmers 
do in times of shortage 
"Whether it's right for a producing country to hold back on 
coffee or not., it’s a free market mechanism," said a commodity 
analyst, "the alternative ia to paaa a law that you can't drink 
coffee ’ 
ROAMTRR* 
There are more than lOO U. S coffee roasters, who turn green 
beans into ground and instant coffee 
They sell to grocery stores from their inventory at a price 
(vised on the coat of replacing the green beans, although the 
coffee actually going to the store was bought several months 
before 
When prices rise, the coffee they have in warehouses is more 


valuable, a gain known as inventory profit 
Two weeks after the Brasilian frost Maxwell House, the 
nation’s largest roaster, raised its wholesale prices by 20 cents a 
pound. Poiger, the second largest, cut temporary reductions it 
had been offering to groceers. 
General Foeth, the parent company of Maxwell House, said 
that in the three months ended July 3, 1976, profits were 91 per 
cent higher than in the same period a year earlier. 
"Inventory profits from anticipatory price increases on coffee 
account for a sizable portion of the recent earnings,'’ the Argus 
Research Corp. said in an analysis of General Foods 
The big roasters could have reaped even larger inventory 
profits had they raieed wholesale prices as much as green bean 
prices were rising, analysts say 
Maxwell House soys its profit margin acutally is lower than it 
was before the frost. In those days, it took 71 cents worth of beans 
to make one posnd of coffee selling at a wholesale price ofgl 2* 
Today, it takes 99.6» worth of beans to make a pound of coffee 
selling wholesale at $8.11 Maxwell House says the mark-up 
dropped from » c e n ts to 49 cents 
IMPORTERS 
Although roasters held about 80 per cent of the nation’s coffee 
stocks, inventory profits were also important for the some lOO 
importers in the United States, who buy coffee in producing 
countries and strip in to roasters. 
Any importer with a warehouse of coffee when the frost hit 
made a quick profit. "We made some good bukcs right after the 
frost.'' said one importer who didn’t want to be named 
Most import firms are privately owned and don’t reveal their 
profit Argues, but all agree that the post frost boom pulled their 
business out of the doldrums 
"This was a very, very depressed industry." one said. ‘Only 
now in the last six months has the coffee importer been able to 
make a reasonable profit 
The importers are realizing a continuing profit on theiur in­ 
ventories since the coffee they buy overseas is worth more by the 
time they sell it to the roaster 
"Our Arm’s position was to buy more coffee than we needed. ’ 
another impart executive said You always gain a lot more in an 
up market because your inventory appreciates in value 
But 
you get killed when the market goes down 
SPECULATOR* 
Although not a direct part of the flow of most coffee, the U. S. 
«id London commodities markets became a source of profit for 
speculators attracted by the price advance 
A futures contract is an agreement to buy or sell a certain 
amount of coffee at a Axed price at a later date If you buy coffee 
now and the price goes 19, you make money If it goes down, you 
leas. 
An example A speculator agrees nos to have 100 bags of 
coffee delivered m three months for 960 a bag. If the price were 
to rise to 160 his profit would be $20, less his broker’s fee 
He could take delivery of the actual coffee, or just sell his 
contract back m the futures market before the delivery date, 
realizing the profit either way 
Specula tors can also profit when prices go down, if they sell 
before the drop. In this case a speculator agreeing to deliver. 
lOO bags of coffee at 160 a bag in three months would be albe to 


buy the coffee he needs to make delivery for less than he will 
receive for it. 
How active speculators were in the coffee price advance, and 
what their profits were, aren’t known 
One analyst estimated 
that speculators not in the coffee business account for 25 pe4r 
cent of active futures contracts 
Most futues trading, however, is done by coffee merchants 
They can protect themselves by buying futures equal to their 
planned purchases of actual coffee or by selling futures equal to 
their inventories 
For example, if prices plunge, their inventory will decline in 
value 
but if they sold futures, they would realize a profit on the 
contract that would balance the loss on the actual coffee 
Coffee companies can also trade speculatively, buying or 
selling more than needed to protect inventories 
RETAILER* 
At first glance, many stores appear to be losing money as 
coffee prices rise 
Before the July 1975 frost, they solid roasted coffee at an 
average of six cents above the wholesale price 
But grocery store prices lag behind the wholesale prices In all 
but three months since the frost, the government's average of 
retail coffee prices has been higher than the wholesale price of

Videotape, which is magnetic 
tape, allows him to see in­ 
stantly what he’s got, the 23- 
year-old producer of videotapes 
explains. He can play it back 
through a television set, just 
like playing back tape on an 
audio tape recorder. Videotape 
can be reused, film cannot. And 
some montage effects are eas­ 
ier with video. 
“ If I ’ve got video, if I’ve got 
an inclination, that’s a good 
feeling to know that you can do 
it right then and there 'cause 
that’s how the moment” — Sha­ 
velson snaps his fingers — 
“ grabs you.” 
When using videotape, Sha­ 
velson can do his sound and 
camera work at the same time 
which, he says, is more diffi­ 
cult when he’s using film. He 
can “ fade” and “dissolve” 
while he’s shooting, instead of 
doing it in post-production. And 
later, he can put in “voice­ 
overs” and can use title cards. 
“ For me, right now, there’s 
nothing I could shoot that can’t 
be transferred to film. It gives 
me a lot more spontaneous 
creative potential," he said. 
“ When I think of an image, I 
think of just recording a mo­ 
ment on tape in art form. It’s 
my creation, it’s my tapestry, 
it’s my interpretation of an 
event. 
“ I record it and I put it to­ 
gether and I decide what goes 
whore, from the conception to 
the final edit. And I like to do it 
all,” he said. 
One of Shavelson’s first and 
most extensive projects was a 
30-minute tape documentary of 
the group therapy work of Dr. 
Nolan Saltzman, a bioscream 
psychotherapist in New York 
City. It took one year to shoot 
the group scenes and another 
year to view and edit the proj­ 
ect. 
“ 'What the Streaming's All 
About’ was an infinite project, 
growing all the time, and it still 
can be taken a lot of different 
ways,” Shavelson said. “Sort of 
like Nolan telling me what the 
therapy was about and me try­ 
ing to portray it with images, 
just images.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Versa­ 
tility, spontaneity, flexibility, 
the instant capturing of an im­ 
age on tape — that’s why Paul 
N^ichael Shavelson prefers vi­ 
deotape to film. 
Videotape, which is magnetic 
tape, allows him to see in­ 
stantly what he’s got, the 23- 
year-old producer of videotapes 
explains. He can play it back 
through a television set, just 
like playing back tape on an 
audio tape recorder. Videotape 
can be reused, film cannot. And 
some montage effects are eas­ 
ier with video. 
"If I’ve got video, if I’ve got 
an inclination, that’s a good 
feeling to know that you can do 
it right then and there ‘cause 
that’s how the moment” — Sha­ 
velson snaps his fingers — 
"grabs you.” 
When using videotape, Sha­ 
velson can do his sound and 
camera work at the same time 
which, he says, is more diffi­ 
cult when he’s using film. He 
can 
“fade” 
and 
“dissolve” 
while he’s shooting, instead of 
doing it in post-production. And 
later, he can put in "voice­ 
overs” and can use title cards. 
"For me, right now, there’s 
nothing I could shoot that can't 
be transferred to film. It gives 
me a lot more spontaneous 
creative potential,” he said. 
"When I think of an image, I 
think of just recording a mo­ 
ment on tape in art form. It’s 
my creation, it’s my tapestry, 
it’s my interpretation of an 
event. 
“I record it and I put it to­ 
gether and I decide what goes 
where, from the conception to 
the final edit. And I like to do it 
all,” he said.
